He warned the republican op- 
ponents of the bill not to overturn 
rulings of the chair snd plunge the 
country Into an agitation for revision 
of the tariff. 


Referring to the speech of Presi- 


dent Roosevelt touching on recip- 
rocity, he sarcastically wondered at 
the temerity of the president in mak- 
ing such statemtnts, while republi- 
cans of the house were denouncing 
such sentiment* as party disloyalty.

MR. OROSVENOR SPEAKS. 


Mr. Orasvenor, of Ohio, tht 
first 


speaker today, 
made an earnest 


speech in favor of the bill. In op- 
ening hie remarks he addressed him- 
self to hit republican colleagues, who 
were opposing the bill, and warned 
them that nothing he would say 
could be used 
in the coming cam- 


paign to advance democratic auccess 
by atriking at the merits of repub- 
lican measures. 


The president and his cabinet, he 


said, favored legislation on the line 
of the pending measure. Neverthe- 
less, he said, he did not propose to 
assail 
those 
who had organized 


themselves 
Into a hostile 
force 


against the administration 
if they 


felt that their 
consciences or local 


self-interest impell

But he Insisted that the 


pending bill constituted no deviation 
or defection from the 
pathway of 


protection and he said he proposed to 
repel the assaults made upon him- 
self growing out of this unfortunate 
ccatrovtrty. He then proceeded to 
review the history of reciprocity and 
ths sugar schedule since the days of 
tbl MfXlnley tariff bill.

some Interesting history of the coi 
troversy between 
Blalnt and Mc- 


Klnley over the free admission

sugar In the McKiuley bill. Blaine 
desiring to use the tariff on sugar as 
a means of promoting 
reciprocity. 


McKinlty. he said, was alto a dis- 
ciple of reciprocity at that time, but 
did not agree with Blaine upon the 
method of protecting sugar, and Mr.
